 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 14 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 15

 (A) (1) IN THIS SECTION THE FOLLOWING WORDS HAVE THE 18 

MEANINGS INDICATED. 19 
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  (2) (I) “PAYEE” MEANS ANY PARTY WHO RECEIVES FROM THE 1 

BALTIMORE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION AN AGGREGATE PAYMENT OF 2 

$25,000 IN A FISCAL YEAR. 3 

 

   (II) “PAYEE” DOES NOT INCLUDE: 4

  (2) THE LOCATION OF A PAYEE BY ZIP CODE; AND 24 

 

  (3) THE AMOUNT OF A PAYMENT MADE TO THE PAYEE DURING 25 

THE APPLICABLE FISCAL YEAR; 26 

 

  (4) THE PURPOSE FOR THE PAYMENT; AND 27 

 

  (5) WHETHER THE PAYEE IS A MINORITY BUSINESS ENTERPRISE. 28 
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 (D) THE SEARCHABLE WEB SITE SHALL ALLOW THE USER TO: 1 

 

  (1) SEARCH DATA FOR FISCAL YEAR 2012 AND EACH YEAR 2 

THEREAFTER; AND 3 

 

  (2) SEARCH BY THE FOLLOWING DATA FIELDS: 4 

 

   (I) A PAYEE RECEIVING A PAYMENT; AND 5 

 

   (II) THE ZIP CODE OF A PAYEE RECEIVING A PAYMENT. 6 

 

 (E) THIS SECTION MAY NOT BE CONSTRUED TO REQUIRE THE 7 

DISCLOSURE OF INFORMATION THAT IS CONFIDENTIAL UNDER FEDERAL, 8 

STATE, OR LOCAL LAW. 9 

 

 (F) THIS SECTION SHALL BE KNOWN AND MAY BE CITED AS THE 10 

“BALTIMORE COUNTY PUBLIC SCHOOLS FUNDING ACCOUNTABILITY AND 11 

TRANSPARENCY ACT”. 12 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 13
